1937, when the latter was called from hiz post, Ulgei and his family then 
moved to Shabardo Village (unlecated) in “orindebaga Banner#*where they 
resided until the end of World War IT, between 1937 and which date Ulgei 
was unemployed, During her lifetime, Urushiyeldu's mother managed to keep 
the family alive and contented in spite of their poverty.

With diligence and frugality, he 
wag able to make the financial aid cover both ae 2 and his younger 
brother Sair (Chinese nama: sO Ch'eng- ~hsiang 3 ). uring his stay 
in dapan, he was om intimate terms with llatongza a songolian politiaal 
leader, partly because the latter pitied him and admired him for his 
struggle against poverty, but chiefly because he was in love wae hafougea's
